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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 2, 20-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 2, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the limitations 
of the base claim 2 including the first dielectric layer is formed so as to be in contact 
with a main surface of the first insulation film, and the second dielectric layer is formed 
so as to be in contact with a main surface of the first dielectric layer which faces away 
from the second insulation film, each first dielectric layer has substantially a same 
optical thickness and each second dielectric layer has substantially a same optical 
thickness, and each of the first filter unit and the second filter unit transmits light 
received by a different light receiving unit.
